Rosseau, Minister of the Interior, and Mr. Herisson, 
Minister of Commerce, have arrived. They visited 
the St. Mandrier Hospital to-day. 

A DANGEROUS LOT OF RAGS. 

Wasnuivetor, D. C., July 16.—The Treasury De- 
partment has been informed by one of its agents 
on the Canadian border that paper rags, supposed 
to be collected inthe cholera infected districts of 
Peypt, Turkey and the South of France, are being 
imported into the United States through Canadian 
porta. They are described as of low grade and like- 
ly to contain the germs of disease. A large lot was 
recently shipped to this country from Liverpool. 


Spain. 

Mavpnin, July 16.—The French Embassador, Bra- 
zilian Minister and other diplotnates, with a number 
of French officers, the French Consul-General and a 
large party of friends, arrived at Zaran to-day. 
While the French Erittassador was paying his re- 
aspects to Queen Isabella the rest of the party em- 
barked on a French cutter for a short sail. When 
they returned the Spanish officers refused to allow 
them to land owing tothe quafantime, and a écene 
ocurred. The carabinéers, with loaded muskets, 
threatened the cutter. The Hraziliau Minister and 
Freuch Consul eéxpostulated, and were insulted. 
The cutter finally proceeded to San Sebastian and 
landed its passehgers. The French and Brazilian 
Ministers here telegraphed their complaints to the 
Spanish Government. 


Cuba. 

Havana, July 16.—A letter from Santiago de 
Cuba describes the situation there as being no bet- 
ter than here. Failures of extra-judicial arrange- 
ments and the Hquidation of commercial houses 
follow each other inrapid succession, and the 
branch office of the Spanish Bank there has refused 
to discount notes or advance money on sugars. 
Accounts from Trinidad, Oienfugos and other 
places on the southern and northern coast show an 
equally desperate condition of affairs.

Kirby, protested against the picnic from the * 
and deelined to pay his dollar for the junket ing o 
the others when called upon for the same. The Ex- 
ecutive committee met and decided that Mr. Kirby 
and eight other meinbers should be dropped from 
the rolis of the association unless they put up the 
required doilar for their share of the picnic, and 
that the trifling fact that they had not been present 
at the picnic had nothing to do with their giving of the 
dollar. Mr. Kirby was seen by a Post-Dispatcn 
reporter and asked why he had n dropped from 
the Benevolent Society. “I protested against this 
picnic from the first,’ said he, and I don't propose 
to be made to pay for something I did'nt want and 
was not a partaker in. It's all right for people who 
want picnics to get them up and pay for them, but 
as for those of us who don't want picnica, I don't 
think we ought to pay. I was the founder of this 
society, the very first man who went to work upon

IOWA'S EXPERIMENT. 

Marshall County, Iowa, gave 750 majority 
for the prohibition amendment, and yet popu- 
lar resistance to its enfarcement has broken out 
in Marshalltown with great violence. The law 
provides for the summary suppression of the 
liquor traffic by arrests on information for each 
offense, without waiting for indictments. It 
also provides for restraint by injunction, and 
fine and imprisonment for contempt of court in 
the case of persons who persist in violating the 
law. 

To test these features of the law, the brewers 
encouraged a woman who had closed her saloon 
to reopen it and sell beer. A thirsty popula- 
tion swarmed in and she sold out twenty-two 


kegs in one evening. Having been arrested 
and put under bonds, she continued the sell- 
ing, and the Sheriffs attempt to re- 
arrest her was resisted by a mob, 
which threatened to tear down the 
jail after she had been incarcerated. 
When she was again released on giving 
bond, the mob carried her three times around 
the public square yelling and howling their 
defiance of the authorities. It is also said that 
threats against the lives and property of in- 
formers and prosecutors are freely indulged in. 

Now, it is all right to make cases for the 
purpose of legally testing unusual and irksome 
provisions in new. enactments, but a disorderly 
demonstration like this raises a very serious 
issue. Orderly submission to law asthe will 
of the majority, and the impartial enforcement 
of every law until itis repealed, are the very 
life of a Republican government. But after 
conceding all that can be said on that side, we 
still have to face the fact that there 
is a point beyond which the majority 
cannot go in restricting personal free- 
dom, without provoking large masses of 
men to forms of resistance that weaken the au- 
thority of law and endanger the public peace. 
Such has been the history of these prohibitory 
liquor laws everywhere else, and we have no 
reason to expect a different result in Iowa. 

They are attempts at an impolitic and im- 
practicable extension of the powers and func- 
tions of Government to matters of purely per- 
sonal concern and private responsibility. They 
are the attempts of a little more than haif the 
people to regulate the personal habits and social 
leisure of a little less than half, and to compel 
the latter to adopt a certain dietary regimen 
prescribed by the majority. It is doubtful 
if such regulation could be fully en- 
forced where an almost unanimous pub- 
lic’ eeitimient supports it, and the at- 
tempt to enforce it against considerable 
popular opposition always has to rely on ex- 
tracrdinary remedies and unusual and irritating 
procedures. Henoe these laws always “crowd 
thelimit” of constitutional power and not in- 
frequently raise the issue between mob law and 
the just authority of popular self-govern- 
ment. 

That is the serious issue which has been raised 
at Marshalltown over the pitiful question 
whether the people who like that harmless 
beverags, lager beer, mall be free to drink it or 
not. Is its suppression worth the cost? There 
is no contest over whisky, and if the Prohibi- 
tionists had teen content to prohibit that. the 
resistance would have ben less formidabie.

THE MODOC ACCIDENT. 


Swimming as a Necessity for Men 
Who Row. 


9 - — 
— 


Discussion over the Terrible Event of Last 
Friday Mr. 8t. John Gives His 
Experience—He Is No Swimmer, 

Yet He Never Met with an 
Accident—Some Inter- 
esting Statements, 


The tinfortunate accident of Friday evening, 
which resulted in the drowning of three of the Modoc 
oarsman, bas caused a great deal of discussion of 
the fact that of the men in the boat several could 
not swim. It seems surprising to outsiders that men 
who are always on the water should neglect the 
opportunity of learning to swim, simply in case 
of such accidents as the one in question. 
Mr. Jas. A. St. John, the aquatic authority of the 


West, was seen onthe same subject, and said: “ 

can't understand all this useless condemnation of 
the management of the rowing clubs. It seems to be 
based on the supposition that a knowledge of swim- 
ming would have saved the boys, when such is 
not the fact at all. If 2 had jumped 
from their boat at any time after the danger seemed 
imminent the current would have swept them under 
the ferryboat, and not even a Webb could have es- 


caped. 4 

“Isn't it a fact that many öf the Modocs can't 
swim, and that such an accident is not suprising?” 

“To the first question, yes; to the second, no. 
There are some of the club who know nothing about 
rowing a boat. They joined a year ago and rarely 
came around for their practice, but it 
would be absurd to say that that 
is the condition of the entire club. So, in our ranks 
are some who 

CANNOT SWIM, 

but they are comparatively few. The accident was 
surprising and could not be anything else. inasmuch 
as it is the first fatal disaster that has happenéd to 
any organized boat club in America for. years, and 
when one considers the numberless oarsmen boat- 
ing every day all over the country, is it not a mat- 
ter of greater surprise that such few accidents 
occur!“ 

“You esteem swimming as the primary requisite 
for an oarsman?’” 

“No, Ido not. Infact I think its value entirely 
overestimated. Nearly every professional swim- 
mer finds his death in the wave, and you will prob- 
ably find in records of ocean wrecks that where 
there was anything to cling to, the swimmers were 
the first to be lost, nearly always in making a fool- 
ish attempt. relying on their natatorial powers to 
carry them to land while those clinging to the spars 
as their only hope were saved. This is more noticeable 
in cases where skillful oarsmen are concerned, Our 
boats, and 5 those called ‘cockle shells’ by 
the undiscerning public, are so arrangeg that the air 
apartments enable the capsized be to support 
many persons. Every man that has had charge of 
a boat for any length of time knows full well that 
when it tips overall he needs todois to the 
outrigging and he will float till rescued. I can re- 
call instances when the foolhardy swimmer,éendeav- 
oring to reach the shore unaided, was — away 
and the non-swimmer was taken in safety from the 
upturned skiff. 

“Tt is a fact, ian't it, that those who can't swim are 
more apt to get nervous!“ 

“No, l can't say itis. When a person understands 
the handling of oars he 

SOON GROWS INTO CONFIDENCE, 
and though I have been on the water myself for 
thirty-five years and am no swimmer I have never 
suffered from an accident. Would I trust my family 
with an oarsman who couldn't swim’ Why, cer 
tainly. That would cut no figure at all.“ 

Mr. W. B. Hazeltine, Who was one of 
the unlucky party, stated that there 
was no understanding when the 
boat left the shore as to how many could swim and, 
that no questions were asked about it when death 
stared themin the face; but from what he had 
learned, Augelo, though a magnificent athlete in 
other respects, was just learning to swim, and that 
Rose knew nothing about it at all. He didn’t think 
it made much difference, though, as Jasper, who 
was something of an expert, was drowned! aa 
quickly as the others.
